government. 


A scheme of control is to be introduced to regulate 


prices.

man merchant vessels in the Black Sea, which is now 
isolated owing to the closing of the Dardanelles and Bos- 
phorus by Turkey.

French and Germans touched on the,French frontier. 


London detectives arrested a number of Germans 


who are alleged to have been in possession of rifles and' 
bombs. 


No confirmation could be obtained of the alleged de- 


struction or capture of German warships in the Medi- 
terranean by the French fleet. 


The French authorities announced that 17 Alsatians 


desirous of reaching France from Germany were shot by 
Germans. 


The Belgian government announces the advance 


through Belgium of the Seventh and Tenth German 
army corps.

The British submarine, the Ger- 


man 
dirigible 
balloon and 
the 


French aeroplane will be the new 
implements of war to be used in the 
great European outbreak. 
While 


these have 
been in existence 
for 


some years 
they 
have 
not been 


nearly tested. 


A few aeroplanes were used in 


the Balkan and Mexican wars, but 
to those people 
hardly 
emerged 


from barbarism and far behind in 
the march of civilization such mod- 
ern implements of war were not 
understood, much less appreciated. 


In the test of airships the Ger- 


mans have stuck to the dirigible 
balloon following the lead of Count 
Zeppelin. 
The French, who quick- 


ly took to flying after the Wright 
brothers' had shown the way, son 
distanced the world, and they have 


carried experiments with the aero- 
plane "farther than any other nation. 
While the German army is equipped 
with 
a number 
of dirigibles the 


French have many aeroplanes."' 


Experiments have been made by 


the British with both, but the in- 
vention with which they have1 had 
the most success is the submarine. 
They have many in their navy, and 
this will of course be the opportun- 
ity for their use. 


PRESIDENT WILSON OFFERS TO 


ACT FOR PEACE IN EUROPE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, Aug. 5.—President Wilson Jias offered his good offices to all the European powers involv- 


ed in the war. 


The president has sent-the following message to Emper,or William, Emperor Nicholas, Emperor Fran- 


cis Joseph, President Poincare and King George: 


"As official head of one of the powers signatory to The Hague convention, I feel it to be my privilege 


and my duty under article Three f>f that convention to say to you in a spirit of most earnest friendship that 
I should welcome an opportunity to act in the interest o! European peace, either now or any other time 
that might be thought more suitable, as an occasion to ser\e you and all concerned in a way that would af- 
ford me lasting cause for gratitude and happiness." 
WOODROW WILSON." \ 


The proper of good offices was forwarded by Secretary of State Bryan to the American embassies in the 


nations involved and through them transmitted to the governments. 
It was said at the White House that no intimations had been received that such an offer would be 


favorably received. 
President Wilson took the position that the European war was so stupendous and that its effect on the 


entire world was liable to be so that the United States, as one of the few large neutral powers could not 
otherwise than at least offer to be the means for bringing about peace. 
The proffer of good offices was not sent to the governments of Servia and Montenegro, because those 


countries are not parties to The Hague convention. 
A hope that the president's offer might be accepted was prevalent in official circles, because it is not 


' necessary for any of the warring powers to change the present military status if they accept it. 


- Article seven of the Hague convention makes provision to that effect. 
Secretary Bryan has called a conference of representatives of all the European powers for late today 


Vfhen" it is believed messages will be delivered supplementary to those of President Wilson, urging an accep- 
tance of the tender of good offices.

Washington. Aug. 5.—It was an- 


nounced at the navy department to- 
day that the sailing of the armored 
cruiser Tennessee for Europe with 
gold for the relief of Americans had 
been 
postponed 
until 
tomorrow 


morning in order to complete all of 
the necessary arrangements. 


The armored cruiser North Caro- 


lina probably will 
accompany 
the 


Tennessee on its relief expedition to 
Europe. 


Carrying millions in gold for the 


relief of Americans helplessly strand- 
ed by the upheaval in Europe, the 
armored 
cruiser 
Tennessee 
will 
start from New York across the At- 
lantic tomorrow. It will distribute 
its cargo at the principal ports in 
Europe for the use of banks. and 
United States diplomatic"agencies in 
replenishing the purses of Americans 
who suddenly have found their let- 
ters of credit useless or their funds 
exhausted. 
In the wake of the Tennessee will 


sail a fleet of coastwise steamers and 
vessels of neutral nations as soon as 
they can bo mobilized to ,bring the 
American tourists home. It was es- 
timated 'today that there were 
at 


least 100,000 -United States citizens 
abroad, one-fifth of whom urgently 
want to return. The others, it is be- 
lieved, have sufficient means to stay 
in Europe until after the first emer- 
gency fleet can return across the At- 
lantic for them. 
JThe Tennessee's gold cargo will 


consist of the fortunes that banks 
and express companies will send to 
meet the needs of their patrons, to- 
getller with the government's emer- 
gency appropriation. 
Congress

ready has appropriated 
.$250,000, 


and both, senate and house today 
were to act on President Wilson's re- 
quest that an additional appropri- 
ation of $2,500,000 be made. 


While the Tennessee is steaming 


across the Atlantic, government offi- 
cials will bend their energies to salve 
the transportation problem. The first 
canvass showed that there were six 
American liners each with a passen- 
ger capacity of 1000, 
and

transports and coastwise ships capa- 
ble of carrying about 7000 persons. 
It has been suggested that if the 


stranded Americans who would ba 
unable to gain accommodations on 
the first or second cruises of these 
vessels made urgent representations 
for transportation home, 
then 
all 


available ships of neutral nations 
might have to be chartered.
